I Location. 


I 
Decatur is the county site of W ise 
county, Texas. 
It is a beautiful little 
town of 2500 people and situated in a 
most healthful portion of the state. 
It has no saloons and few of the dis­ 
tracting vices of the larg er cities. 
The citizens are of a high m oral and 
religious character and are active in 
their efforts for the college. 
They 
show special kindness to the boarding 
students. 


Faculty. 


The faculty consists of eleven in­ 
structors, including the president, all 
of whom are specialists in their sev­ 
eral departments. 
They are g rad u ­ 
ates of the leading colleges and uni­ 
versities and are chosen with refer­ 
ence to their spiritual as well as men­ 
tal fitness. 


Rank of Work. 


In the literary department, the work 
done is identical with that done in 


J B aylor University through the S o p h -1 
ornore class. 
The grad u ates enter

We call especial attention to these 
departments both of which have been , 
the very pride of the college.

One teacher gives full 
time to instruction in elocution. 
The 
graduates in both these departments 
have taken high rank elsewhere. 
W e 
will have next year ten new pianos 
for music pupils and one new grand 
for recitals. 


Bible Department. 


Recognizing the importance of a 
knowledge of G od’s word in the form ­ 
ation of character, the faculty has 
decided th at all pupils should study 
the bible. 
Each student is therefore 
required to recite in bible twice each 
week during the entire time spent in 
the institution. 
Three courses taught 
by different professors, provide work 
suited to all classes of students. D ur­ 
ing a full course in college the stu ­ 
dent will gain a good general knowl­ 
edge of the bible viewed from the 
different standpoints. 


Religious Training. 


Besides the bible course* mentioned 
above, all pupils meet in chapel every 
m orning 
for devotional exercises. 
On Friday night of each week both 
teachers and pupils attend the regu­ 
lar college pray er meetings in which 
many of the unsaved are led to Christ. 
On Tuesday evening the young men 
and young ladies conduct separate 
p rayer services. 
All pupils are re­ 
quired to attend church and Sunday 
school and sometime during the ses­ 


sion there is held a series of meetings 
with special reference to the saving 
of the lost. 
But few pupils ever go 
away unsaved. 


Library. 


The college library now has about 
2000 volumes besides congressional 
records and m agazine volumes. These 
are in charge of competent librarian s 
and are carefully selected and classi­ 
fied for student purposes, a splendid 
collection of m agazines and papers 
also come regularly to the library. 
I All students 
pay a library fee and 
have access to the books and papers 
' and are encouraged to do much col­ 
lateral reading. 
In this way, there 
I is added to the education ordinarily 
attained in the text book much of 
breadth and polish.

; Societies. 


There are four regular literary so­ 
cieties, two for young men and two 


1 for young ladies. 
These societies 
I bring great help to the students and are 
a source of much strength the college. 
I They develop college spirit and do 
much to bring the college into the 
minds of the people. 
No work of the 
institution has been of more benefit 
to both pupil and college than that 
done in these societies. 
Besides these 
societies, there is a voluntary prohi­ 
bition band. 
This band makes a 
study of the liquor question and has 
an annual 
orato rical contest. 
Its 


best speaker represents the college in 
a s ta te contest and should he v, in in 
this, would enter the inter-state con­ 
te-. 1. 
This year o ur 
represent alive 
won the st&te honor. 


Athletics. 
The college encourages clean sports 
both as a means of heathrul exercise 
and for purpose of creating among stu­ 
dents college loyalty and enthcs asm. 
Attention is given to track athletics, 
tennis, base bull, and basket ball. 
We take special pride in our basket 
bail and base ball teams, both of 
which have been very successful in 
contests with leading colleges and 
universities of the state. 
The success 
of these teams and the fairness with 
which they treat their competitors has 
done much to spread abroad the good 
name of the college. 


E n t r a n c e and W it h dra w a l. 
Pupils may eater any time, but 
should enter at the beginning ii pos­ 
sible. 
Nothing is a n n e helpful than 
a good start. 
None should quit till 
the enclof the term unless for sickness 
or neath, as to do so generally means 
that the .bailie subject must be studied 
again when the pupil returns to school. 


B o a r d i n g Departm ent. 
The beading halls are each 
in 
charge of professors with a compe­ 
tent matron taking special oversight 
of the girls' hall. 
All pupils take 
meals at the same dining room which 
is managed in a very home-iike way. 


R e q u i r e m e n t s fo r B o a r d i n g Students. 
Each pupil must furnish a pair <*f 
sheets and pillow cases, a pillow and 
cover, including blankets if desired, 
towels, soap, comb and brush etc. 
All these articles are owned by til© 
the pupil and carried away on return­ 
ing home. 
The college pays for the 
laundry of the bed-linen and towels. 


U n i f o r m s . 
No uniforms are required fo r^ o u n g 
men but the young didies buy a sim­ 
ple uniform for dress occasions.

THE FULL RENDITION LAW. 


There seems to be a disposition on 
the part of a large portion of the 
farmers of the country to condemn 
our present administration, and es­ 
pecially Governor Campbell because 
of the enforcement of the “ full rendi­ 
tion tax law.” They forget that our 
governor is simply enforcing a demo­ 
cratic platform demand. 
They cer­ 
tainly have not thoroughly investigat­ 
ed the law, and therefore arrive at 
the conclusion that such a law will 
necessarily increase taxation. 
The law is intended to equalize tax­ 
ation and it, if properly enforced, will 
decrease tax upon the poorer classes. 
For instance, in some of the black­ 
land counties the record discloses that 
they have in 
past years rendered 
lands readily worth SJO or $60 per 
acre at from $5 to $8 per acre. 
In this 
county the lands were rendered at 55 
per cent valuation, while in some of 
those mentioned they were rendered 
for 18 per cent valuation. 
The design 
of the law is to place an equal valua­ 
tion on all lands alike, and this can 
only be done by assessing lands at an 
equal ratio of valuation. 
Now, there 
is just so much required to meet the 
state and county expenses, and any 
thoughtful man will readily see that 
it makes no difference what the valua­ 
tion placed upon the lands, a certain 
rate of taxation is necessary. 
We have, under the present law, an 
automatic tax board whose duty will 
be to first ascertain the amount of tax­ 
es from all other sources and then fix 
the rate of advolorem taxes so that it 
will be just sufficient to meet the nec­ 
essary expenses. 
We ask then why should our peo­ 
ple who will derive the most benefits 
from a full rendition, be opposed to 
the system. 
We feel confident when 
the law is tried and enforced so that 
all the burdens of taxation shall fall 
more equally upon all alike, we will 
then see the wisdom of our legislators 
in its enactment. 
Besides, why should we blame Gov. 
Campbell for doing just what the peo­ 
ple demanded, and “ fly to other ills 
we know not of?” Who knows “ Dem­ 
ocratic Bob?” Who knows what he 
stands for? 
In another column we 
print his legislative record. 
Study it 
and see if it does not look like he is 
the tool of the interests.

from heavy eating. A large coal com­ 
pany in Pittsburg recently announced 
that miners who dri nk will be discharged 
because disasters in mines have been 
caused by carelessness or incompetence, 
which in turn has been caused by drink. 
Never was there such a high sense 
as to-dav of the personal responsibility 
of the individual man, and never such 
practical, scientific knowledge of the

Campbell is right in his as­ 
sertion that under the full rendition 
law the burdens of the tax-payers will 
not be increased, then let him tell the 
people just who is going to pay the 
increase of from $300,000 to $400,000 
in the commissions of assessors and 
other expenses that must be added.— 
Hollas Xeu's. 
This question shows how foolishly 
some people that want to criticise will 
jump to unjust conclusions. 
Tax as­ 
sessors receive for their services 5 
cents on each $103 for first $2,000,000 
of assessments: 2 1-2 cents on each 
$100 from two to five millions, and 
I 7-10 cents for each $100 in excess of 
five millions. 
Assuming that in most 
counties the limit of five million has 
been reached, it would require an in­ 
crease in valuatian of $2,000,000,000 
in property to Increase the assessor*’ 
salaries 
$340,000. 
Taking Tarrant 
county as a basis, it is not believed 
that the total increase in valuation 
will be more than two hundred million 
dollars, just one-tenth of the News’ 
estimate. 
But if, in fact, the salaries 
of the county assessors, or that of any 
other officer, for that matter, is more 
than will fairly compensate them for 
their services, the legislature should 
cut down the salary, not repeal the 
tax laws of the land on that account. 
The full-rendition law is meant to 
relieve the burdens of the poor ta x ­ 
payers, and the sooner we all try to 
help put the law in full force, the 
quicker will our tax burden decrease. 
Equalization in valuation is the safest 
anti best means of justly equalizing 
the payment of taxe.«>.

Austin, Tex., June 18.^-1 notice an 
article writing up the candidacy of 
Hon. R. R. Williams of Cumby for 
Governor, which seems to imply that 
he (like Gov. Campbell was before 
his first election) is an unknown, un­ 
tried man, who has never held public 
office or performed public service of

kind. 
I wish to correct this 
erroneous implication, as “ Democratic 
B ob” has a public record, having 
served as a member of the Twenty- 
Seventh Legislature and his record is 
a part of the House journal of the 
legi si atune. 
On page 803 it is j&hown that he pre­ 
vented the 
consideration of Senate 
bill No. TI, the double-header bill, 
which was a platform demand of the 
J Democratic party, but was being bit­ 
terly fought by the railroads, by ob­ 
jecting to giving unanimous consent 
to th© taking up of the bill. 
On page 225 of the record of the 
journal of the first called session, it 
is shown that he voted against House 
concurrent resolution No. 6, requesting 
the Governor, if he called the Twenty- 
Seventh Legislature iii second special i 
session, to submit the platform de­ 
mands which has not been enacted in­ 
to law at the regular session. 
On page 896 of the journal of the 
regular session it is shown that he 
voted against House bill No. 236, 
prohibiting railroad companies from 
moving their shops, rouuhouses and 
general offices from place to place and 
requiring that they locate them per­ 
manently.

It is a peculiar circumstance that 
hardened and trained troops will go 
through a long fight surrounded by 
nil tho horrors that are inseparable 
from war Without flinching and with 
the utmost apparent callousness and 
the sabine men will be struck terrified 
by a single trifling incident. 
Every war of any importance, par­ 
ticularly wars between civilized na­ 
tions, is prolific in incidents of trivial 
chai actor in themselves, but so un­ 
usual and unnatural that they appet 
to the natural instinctive horror o’ 
men more suddenly and intensely thai 
perhaps the main terrors of days o: 
carnage. 
Such an incident is the one 
for example, which occurred at tin 
battle of Worth, in the early days or 
the Franco-Prussian war. 
In the heat of the great battle r 
■wing of the Prussian army was charg 
ed by the regiments of French cuiras 
Biers in the hope of turning the win; 
and facilitating the falling back of th.* 
French infantry.

The blarney stone takes Its name 
from the village of Blarney, in County 
Cork, ireland, near which stand the 
ruins of the fatuous Blarney castle 
dating back to the flftee 
and the groves of Blarney 
joy an equally wide reputation. A riv­ 
ulet flowing through them bears the 
same name. 
The name Blarney is 
from tho Irish “blairne,” a little field, 
the Gaelic form being “blair” or “blar,” 
a plain. The village is four miles north­ 
west of Cork and has a few hundred 
inhabitants. In the groves of Bl 
stands the ruined castle, in one 
of which is the world famous stone 
the kissing of which is reputed to 
endow one with the gift of coaxing 
wheedling and flattering. 
The true stone is declared to be one 
in the Castle wall, a few feet below 
the summit of the tower.
